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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, jf the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 
148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for 
determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

3. Claims 1, 6,7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over EP-1 1 36780 (Walron) in view of Burne et al (US Patent # 
3,323,586). As to claim 1, EP 1 136780 discloses a pipe within a pipe heat 

o 

exchanger including a test section housing (heat exchanger 1) defining a first 
flow path within conduit (liner tube 14) for a first flow at a lower temperature and 
a second flow path within sleeve (shell tube 12) concentric about the conduit for 
accommodating a second higher temperature flow and a material (heat transfer 
structure 22) disposed on the conduit in contact with the annular portion, see Fig. 
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1 and par[31] et seq. Further, it is noted that EP 1 136780 fails to indicate the 
"intended usage" of the material as a "test" material. (Note that there is lacking 
any structure in the apparatus for actually performing testing). In a related prior 
art device, Burne et al also disclose a similar concentric tube heat exchanger 
with pervious material to increase surface area which is referred to as eg. "fins or 
corrugations" in col. 1 , lines f 3-25. Further, Burne et al also indicate that it is 
known to "test" the properties of the pervious body (i.e. fins) within a heat 
exchanger, see lines 26-30. Therefore, if the "test" in test material is taken as a 
structural limitation, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to have designated the fins as a tested material given 
that it is known to test the fins properties given the teaching from Burne et al. As 
to claim 6, note that the first and second flows are in opposite directions in EP 
1 136780, see col. 4, lines 8-12. As to claim 7, it appears channels are formed 
within the corrugations of the fins. As to claim 10, note the embodiment of Fig. 7 
showing plural sections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claims 1-7 and 10, 
the preamble refers to a "test facility" device, however, the body of the claim 
appears to be incomplete as to how such a "test" is performed or the apparatus 
for performing the actual test. It appears that the device merely is a temperature

gradient development device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
